BISHOP DESMOND TUTU 


‘Nobel laureate to speak 


in Columbus November 10

The appearance in Colum- 
bus Nov. 10 of the 1984 winner 
of the Nobel Peace Prize, so 
honored for his outspoken 
opposition to racial segrega- 
tion in South Africa, may inten- 
sify pressure on recalcitrant 
state senators to approve legis- 
lation barring the state's pen- 
sion systems from investing in 
firms that do business with 
South Africa. 

« Desmond Tutu, an Anglican 
Bishop in South Africa and the 
Secretary General of the South 
African Council of Churches-- 
the first Black so honored--was 
invited by St. Alban’s Episco- 


pal Church to speak in Colum- 
bus before he was awarded the 
Nobel Prize. Tutu has been 
referred to as the “conscience” 
of peaceful resistance to the 
South African brand of segre- 
gation called “apartheid.” 

The 20 million Blacks in 
South Africa are ruled by the 
4.6 million whites with an iron 
fist. Blacks are unable to vote, 
or to participate in any way in 
electoral politics. Blacks are 
unable to be on the streets in 
Johannesburg, the largest city 
in South Africa, after 9 p.m. All 
Blacks are required to carry 
passes for travel even within 
the country; failure to show e@ 
pass when one is requested

apartheid.” Bowen is the spon- 
sor of 8B 53, which would 
require the state's pension sys- 
tems to divest themselves of 
investments in firms doing bus- 
iness with South Africa. 

The bill, which passed the 
Senate Finance Committee on 
strict partisan lines, has been 
opposed by all the Senate 
Republicans and two Senate 
Democrats. Bowen called on 
members of the Senate to sup- 
port Tutu and his bill, which 
“represents another method to 
use peaceful means to end 
apartheid.”

Murry seeks to become first 


Black to win countywide race

Jerry Hammond, at a fund- 
raiser for Earl Murry, said: "You 
can't imagine how hard it is for 
a Black to run countywide in 
Franklin County.” 

Only a few have tried, and all 
failed: late attorney Edmund 
Paxton ran more than 30 years 
ago for County Prosecutor; 
Robert Johnson, during the 
mid-1960s, ran for County 


Commissioner: and_Florence,. 


Swofford, in 1980, ran against 
Clerk of Courts Tom Enright. 
All lost, and lost badly. 

Earl Murry, the candidate for 
Clerk of Courts against Tom 
Enright, will not try to explain 
the failures of the past. “The 
Democratic party is responsi- 
ble for aggressively seeking 
out Black candidates and 
endorsing those candidates,” 
he says. 

But, Murry is convinced that 
he can win: “it's doable, 
because | have the managerial 
ability to improve that office.” 

Murry brings a wealth of 
experience to the Clerk of 
Courts spot. He is an ex-Board 
Chairman of the Columbus

Urban League; ex-Personnel 
Director of Anchor Hocking; 
and an ex-Commissioner, and 
later Executive Director, of the 
Columbus Civil Service 
Commission. 

it was in his role as Executive 
Director of the Civil Service 
Commission that Murry made 
headlines locally, when he 
refused to certify as qualified a 
number of appointees of 
Mayor Rinehart-including 
Rinehart's brother Paul-and 


was dismissed by the Commis- 
sioners appointed by Rinehart. 

Murry has found that his 
stance did not hurt him among 
white voters in the county; in 
fact, he believes the voters 
respect him as having “a high 
degree of integrity" for his 
position. 

Murry is working aggres- 
sively to counter the previous 
notion that a Black could not

And, he has found “good 
receptivity” to his candidacy 
among whites within the 
county.

incumbents who responded 
(Dean Conley and David 
Leland) did not note the pres- 
ence of Biack staff persons; 
Leland did note, however, that 
most suctr staff- appointments 
are made by the Speaker of the 
House. 

_ The issue of welfare spend- 
ing brought out sharp dis- 
agreements amiong the candi- 
dates. Wade Steen, running 
against State Rep: Otto Beatty, 
stated that, while he supports 
welfare assistance, he also 
supports “workfare,” provided 
the jobs are meaningful and 
“give the worker a marketable 
skill that can be used later.” 
Steen will not mention whether 
he favors increasing welfare 
benefits. Steen's opponent, 
favors an increase in welfare 
benefits, as did State Rep. Mike 
Stinziano and Ray Miller. 

Less controversial was the 
legistation (SB 53 and HB 283) 
which would require Ohio's 
pension plans to divest them- 
selves of investmenta in com- 
panies that do business with 
the racist Union of South 
Africa. Ray Miller expressed 


the general concern that“legis- - 


lation of this nature is the only 
means of forcing the South 
African government to recog- 
nize that it is not in their eco- 
nomic interest to continue the 
enforcement of laws that make 
Black Africans unequal citi- 
zens in their own homeland.” 
Similar unanimous support 
was given to efforts to streng- 
then the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission. Miller noted that 


“he had already enacted into a 


law a bill (HB 65) which 
improved the complaint 
procedure at the OCRC. 

In the area of education, 
there was a consensus for con- 
tinuing to increase state sup- 
port for educational programs. 
State Rep. Mike Stinziano was 
a co-sponsor of legislation 
earmarking lottery profits for 
education, and supported the 
state's role in paying costs 
associated with school integra- 
tion. Steen also endorsed the 
earmarking of lottery profits— 
which, according to him, his 
opponent, State Rep. Beatty 
refused to do.
